tacit evidence of Japanese aerial 
superiority. Similarly, there have 
been' no reports of naval resistance 
to Japanese surface operations, ex­ 
cept for the activities of U. S. sub­ 
marines. 
It is because cf this air and sea 
control that the 
Japanese 
have 
been able to pour troops ashore in 
such force th at the now 
heav.ly 
outnumbered defenders of the main 
island of Luzon have been pushed 
back inch by inch toward Manila. 
The Japanese already have an­ 
nounced that they were seeking to 
take the Philippine capital “be­ 
fore New Year's”. If a synchronized 
land and sea drive

planned, this would indicate that 
the zero hour was near.
